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HIGH TIDE FOR 

LITTLE SHIP IN 
LEASE DISPUTE 


ONE of Ramsgate’s most 
prized possessions could face 
permanent damage if it 
remains in a state of limbo. 

The Sundowner, one of the famed 
Little Ships that took part in the 
1940 evacuation of Dunkirk, is facing 
serious structural problems if it is not 
returned to the water soon, according 
to those who care for it. 

The hull could shrink and crack, 
leading to costly repairs. 

The boat, which could not take part 
in the recent Dynamo Day 70th- 
anniversaiy event, traditionally leads 
the flotilla eveiy five years. 

However, a lease dispute meant it 
was left standing on the quayside 
as the other boats sailed for 
Normandy.

The lease of the museum, which 
counts the Sundowner as one of its 
principal artefacts, is still not resolved. 

The Thanet council-funded East 
Kent Maritime Trust, which owns the 
boat, cannot reach an agreement with 
the Steam Museum Trust, which 
wants to take over the museum. 

A 99-year lease was agreed last 
year, but that arrangement has since 
crumbled, leading to an apparent 
stalemate, and until the lease is 
sorted out the Sundowner will proba¬ 
bly remain on the quay. 

Councillor John Watkins, the ves¬ 
sel’s volunteer boat officer, says a 
“chicken and egg situation” has devel¬ 
oped and all parties, including Thanet 
council, must come to an agreement 


about the museum lease so the boat 
can be returned to the water. 

Cllr Watkins said there was known 
to be a problem with the museum’s 
roof, as well as issues regarding 
mooring fees for the Sundowner and 
the steam-tug Cervia that were prov¬ 
ing difficult to resolve. 

While the boat is sitting on the com¬ 
mercial quay, it has just one more 
week until its insurance runs out. 

If that happens, it will have to be 
removed from the harbour altogether 
as boats are not allowed to be unin¬ 
sured, whether they are in or out of 
the water. 

Cllr Watkins says he has been told 
by Ramsgate harbour authorities that 
14 days was the maximum it should 
be out of the water, but after today it 
will have been there for 17. 
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GEORGE MEDAL FOR 
ONE BRAVE SOLDIER 

A heroic Kent soldier has been awarded the George Medal by the Queen. 

Paul Jacobs, from Ramsgate, was given the medal at Buckingham 
Palace last week. 

Rifleman Jacobs, who served in Afghanistan with the 2nd Battalion 
The Rifles, was blinded by a Taliban bomb yet continued to put the 
interests of his colleagues first. He says modestly that he did nothing out 
of the ordinary, but his superior officers clearly thought otherwise. 

He was the first person in the Rifles to receive the George Medal and 
said he was "very proud". 

Rifleman Jacobs, 21, will donate the medal to the battalion in 
recognition of the men who have fallen in the Afghanistan conflict. 

He will now set about raising money for the St Dunstan's Centre in West 
Sussex, which provides support for visually-impaired ex-servicemen.

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Director of new 
project will be 
paid £90K-plus

A HIGHLY-paid director 
has been appointed for the 
shared-services proposals 
that will affect Thanet. 

The plans will see three east Kent 
councils combine services in a bid to 
save money, but the new appoint¬ 
ment will mean a salary of between 
£90,000 and £100,000 a year. 

Donna Reed, Thanet council’s 
current director of customer servic¬ 
es and business transformation, 
will become the project’s shared- 
services director in July. 

She was chosen for the role unan¬ 
imously by the leaders and chief 
executives of Canterbury, Dover 
and Thanet councils. 

A Thanet council spokesman said 
there had been a “rigorous and 
intensive interview process”. 

Over the next four years, the 
three authorities believe £3.5 mil¬ 
lion can be saved by merging IT, 
customer services, revenues and 
benefits and building control, but 
the director post’s high wages were 
criticised by Thanet council’s oppo¬ 
sition leader Clive Hart. 

He said: “Donna is a wonderful 
officer, probably Thanet council’s 
best, and I think a lot of her, but we 
seem to have people building king¬ 
doms so that they can go off and 
become the ruler of them. 

“Leading officers seem to live in a 
different world to the rest of us. 
They seem to be on phenomenal 
wages. To the man on the street, it 
must seem so high and feels like 
jobs for the boys. 

“There’s no doubt it will be a hard 
job and will take a skilled person, 
but I feel this is too much, especial¬ 
ly in the times we are living in.” 

Ms Reed has worked at Thanet 
council for seven years, initially as

head of the customer services 
department and more recently as 
director of customer services and 
business transformation. 

Previously she has had roles at 
the Chartered Institute Of Public 
Finance And Accountancy and Kent 
County Council. 

She said: “I’m delighted to be 
heading up this groundbreaking 
project. It’s an exciting challenge, 
bringing together the services of 
three councils and ensuring we 
deliver value for money and the 
best possible service.” 

Thanet council chief executive 
Richard Samuel said: “The selection 
process was extremely tough, as 
you would expect for such an impor¬ 
tant role, and all three leaders and 
chief executives were unanimous in 
their choice. We have no doubt 
Donna will do a superb job.” 

Mr Samuel reportedly earns 
about £100,000 a year, but the 
amount may have risen since the 
last general purposes committee 
when it was last discussed. 

Before any service is included in 
the sharing project, a business case 
will need to be prepared and agreed 
that shows at least a ten per cent 
saving in the first two years and the 
level of service customers would get. 

The final decision will be made by 
each council.

He said: “You shouldn’t be treating 
an old boat like this, especially not 
one with such a history. The sun 
could open up the teak hull and 
shrink it. This would mean it leaks 
when returned to the water. It 
wouldn’t be irreparable, but it 
should be avoided if possible.” 

A small amount of work needs to be 
done on the boat and was due to be 
carried out by volunteers before 
Dynamo Day so it could take to the 
water, as in previous years. 

However, they walked off the job 
when it became clear the relevant 
parties could not reach an agreement 
in time for the Dunkirk crossing. 

Thanet council would not comment 
on the dispute, but Cllr Watkins says 
it holds the key to the negotiations 
and should sit down with the two 
parties to come to an agreement.

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ENDANGERED: Experts fear eels could disappear from English waters if action is not taken to halt their decline 


Warning that eels 
are on the slippery 
slope to extinction 


A WHOPPING fine of £50,000 
could be handed to anyone caught 
fishing for eels as the authorities 
launch a bid to preserve stocks. 

Kent’s northern coastline has the highest 
level of eel migration in the south of 
England, but numbers of the slithering 
fish are falling fast. 

Many experts fear they could die out and 
disappear from English waters altogether if 
the decline is not halted. 

The isle’s waterways are a key area for the 
survival of the species in Kent. 

To combat the problem, a ban has been 
placed on fishing for juvenile eels, called 
elvers, under Regulation 10 of the Marine 
and Coastal Access Act 2009. 

Delicacy 

It started on Wednesday, May 26, and lasts 
until February 14, 2011. 

Elvers are particularly sought after by 
cooks as they are seen as a delicacy. 

Prices can reach £700 per kilogram in 
Britain and their locations are shrouded in 
secrecy to try to stop people from catching 
and selling them. 

However, anyone caught fishing for them 
could face the huge fine if found to be guilty 
of breaking the rules laid down by the 
Environment Agency. 

Once common in British waters, the long¬ 
term future for eels is in the balance. 

Sally Chadwick, fisheries technical special¬ 
ist for the Environment Agency, said: “Given 
the critical state of our eel stocks, we have 
had no choice but to introduce a close season

on fishing for elvers from now until February 
14 next year. 

“If eel population numbers don’t improve 
we could reach a critical point of no return 
and face the end of this species living in our 
waters and possibly global extinction.” 

The numbers entering European rivers 
have crashed by up to 95 per cent in recent 
decades and they are at their lowest ebb 
since records began. 

Their decline is thought to be caused by a 
number of factors including fishing and 
changes to the habitats on which adult eels 
depend during migration. 

Eels start life as larvae at sea drifting on 
the mid-Atlantic ocean currents until they 
reach the coast and grow into elvers. 

They then enter estuaries and migrate 
upstream to grow and mature in rivers, 
lakes, ponds and wetlands for between five 
and 50 years. They then migrate down¬ 
stream to the sea to breed. 

Locally, the Environment Agency has tried 
to boost eel populations by undertaking work 
to make migration through rivers and wet¬ 
lands easier for them. 

More than 50 fish-passes, designed to allow 
eels to navigate past man-made structures 
such as weirs and locks, have been installed 
and officers have also been going on patrols 
to stop poachers. 

Eels are an important part of the diet 
of rare species such as otters and are listed 
as endangered by the Convention on 
International Trade in Endangered Species.

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School set to pay a fiery 
tribute to its Viking past

A VIKING boat will be burnt on 
Broadstairs beach as part of a 
school’s celebrations to mark its 
links with the past. 

The 32ft-long Viking longship will burn 
brightly on the beach for about 50 minutes on 
the evening of Saturday, June 26. 

The fire will be lit at 8pm and everyone is 
invited to attend Viking Bay to watch the 
spectacle, which is being held to mark 
Bradstow School’s 100th birthday. 

The project has been put together by the 
school and the company Mears, which has built 
the boat on Bradstow grounds. 

The boat will be burnt at Viking Bay to simu¬ 
late a Viking funeral and there will be fire¬ 
works over the bay at 9.15pm the same night. 

The school is built on an area known to be 
rich in archaelogical history. 

Digs on site have found many artefacts and a 
week of Viking-themed learning will be held to 
mark the centenary as part of a 100 Years Of 
Education, 6,000 Years Of History event. 

Lorraine Miller, the school’s inclusion devel¬ 
opment manager, said: “So much has been 
found here throughout the years, from the 
Bronze Age to Saxon and Iron Age remains, and 
every time we have something built a dig has to 
take place. 

“So we wanted to celebrate the history of the 
site for the school’s centenary.” 


The school will host a community weekend 
of celebrations which will include battle re¬ 
enactments and living-history exhibits by Regia 
Anglorum, the historical recreational group.

Tom Wilson, chief executive of Infratil 
Airports Europe, said: ‘With the new pas¬ 
senger services we are now able to deliv¬ 
er on our promise to increase the number 
of people employed at the airport. 

“As well as the 112 employees, the air¬ 
port also does business with more than a 
hundred companies across Kent.” 

The new recruits have just completed 
their training. 

Marta Easton, senior customer services 
supervisor, said: “The team is very excit¬ 
ed about the return of daily flights to the 
airport. By working closely with Flybe 
and charter airlines, we are confident our 
passengers will receive great customer 
service on a par with, if not better than, 
any other regional airport.” 

Meanwhile, Flybe has confirmed that 
passenger services to Edinburgh will now 
take place during the winter. 

A daily service will travel up until 
March 26, 2011, meaning a year-round 
service will be in operation.

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Celebration Rolls into town

SOME 100 Rolls-Royce cars along 
the seafront, mock-up Napoleonic 
War battles and a fireworks dis¬ 
play from the Prince of Wales Pier 
were among the highlights during 
a weekend of celebration in Dover. 

Despite a poor weather forecast and early 
mist, thousands turned up for the display. 

The Rolls-Royce Wings and Wheels marked 
the 100th anniversary of the first non-stop 
return flight across the channel, by Charles S 
Rolls, and featured a programme of free events. 

The main celebrations started at 10.15pm 
on Saturday with a fireworks and pyrotechnic 
display sponsored by Dover Town Council. 

The remaining events focused on the 
Sunday and included up to 100 Rolls-Royce 
cars, the earliest dating back to the 1920s and 
30s, displayed from noon on the seafront by 
the South Eastern section of the Rolls-Royce 
Enthusiasts Club. 

Charles Rolls’s only surviving car, an 1899 
Panhard Levassor, was also on display, cour¬ 
tesy of Norfolk Museum Service 

Just after midday a ceremony was held at 
the newly-renovated Charles Rolls statue, 
where Dover council leader Bernard Butcher 
praised the inventor as “an inspiration”. 

His speech was followed by an address from 
Dover mayor Sue Jones, who said how proud 
the town was of its heritage. 

The poor weather caused the cancellation of 
a display by the Battle of Britain flight, but a 
solo Spitfire did make an appearance before 
setting off for France in tribute to Charles 
Rolls. 

On his return, the pilot of the legendary 
aircraft was able to stage a flypast in front of 
the crowd. 

A new display about the town’s connections 
with Rolls-Royce is on show at Dover Museum 
until Sunday, September 5. 

It features a range of incredible objects on

loan from across the country, including a rare 
Eagle Engine designed by Henry Royce. 

The Western Heights Preservation Society 
also opened the Drop Redoubt Napoleonic Fort 
on the Western Heights all weekend with a 
display of period military costumes and drill 
by re-enactors. Highlights included a mock 


skirmish between British and French soldiers 
using the walls and staircase of the old fort as 
a backdrop. 

The celebrations were put together by Dover 
District Council, Dover Town Council and 
Dover Harbour Board, with sponsorship from 
Rolls-Royce.

A COMMUNITY shed that will 
recycle and renovate unwanted 
furniture and household items for 
further use by local people is being 
set up by the Marlowe Academy 

Work on the shed - a small garage - started 
at the end of last month. 

People can donate unwanted items which a 
team of Marlowe volunteers, teachers and 
staff will repair and bring back into use. 

The furniture can then be sold for a small fee 
or given to people in need such as families 
fleeing domestic violence or students and 
youngsters setting up home. 

The community-shed scheme is the brain¬ 
child of Sarah Grange, a police community 
support officer based at the academy. 

She worked with business-teacher Jane 
Prince to launch the scheme and help raise 
funds from outside agencies. 

Year 12 students were brought in to plan the 
scheme, setting out a mission statement, aims 
and objectives, marketing and financing. 

The academy hopes to involve the following 
partners in the scheme: a church, Surestart, 
social services, the youth service and careers 
service Connexions. 

It is hoped that donations of furniture and 
other goods will be made to applicants referred 
by social services, youth projects, Surestart, 
Homestart, community projects and support 
and guidance. 

Ms Grange said: “The scheme should benefit 
everybody involved in it because it not only 


helps local people but also involves Marlowe 
staff and students in five curricular disciplines - 
maths, English, science, art and emotional intel¬ 
ligence.

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A2 Neanderthal 
finds could now 
change history

A NEW discovery suggests that 
Neanderthal man returned to 
Kent after being forced out by a 
fierce environment much earlier 
than previously thought. 

It was always known that Neanderthals 
had lived in Britain before retreating to 
mainland Europe during an ice age 200,000 
years ago, but a fresh find of flints shows 
they came back much earlier than previous¬ 
ly thought. 

Neanderthal man lived in Europe for 
260,000 years. Scientists had believed the 
ancestors of modem man arrived in Britain 
about 65,000 years ago. 

But this find means they may have to 
revise their time-frame. 

The flints are waste flakes from the manu¬ 
facture of unknown tools probably used to 
cut up animals for food. 

A University of Southampton archaeolo¬ 
gist and the group Oxford Archaeology spot¬ 
ted evidence that Neanderthals were living 
in Britain at the start of the last ice age. 

Commissioned by Oxford Archaeology, the 
university’s Dr Francis Wenban-Smith 
discovered two ancient flint handtools at the 
junction of the M25 and the A2. 

They were found during a Highways 
Agency excavation and mean that Dartford 
could have been founded by the 
Neanderthals. 

Tests on sediment burying the flints show 
they date from some 110,000 years ago, prov¬ 
ing Neanderthals were living in Britain at 
this time. 

Until now, it was believed Kent and all of 
the UK was an empty wilderness after the 
ice age forced everyone south 200,000 years 
ago, with Neanderthals not returning until 
65,000 years ago. 

Dr Wenban-Smith said: “I couldn’t believe 
my eyes when I received the test results. 

‘We know Neanderthals inhabited north¬ 
ern France at this time, but this new evi-

dence suggests that as soon as sea levels 
dropped, and a ‘land bridge’ appeared across 
the Channel, they made the journey by foot 
to Kent.” 

Oxford Archaeology project manager 
David Score said: “The fieldwork uncovered 
a significant amount of activity at the 
Dartford site in the Bronze Age and Roman 
periods. 

“It is deeper trenches that have yielded the 
most interesting results - shedding light on 
a long period when there was assumed to 
have been an absence of early man from 
Britain.” 

One theory is that Neanderthals may have 
been attracted back to Kent by the flint-rich 
chalk downs visible from France. These 
supported mammoth, rhino, horse and deer 
- an important food source in subarctic 
conditions. 

Dr Wenban-Smith said: “These are people 
who had no real shelter - no houses, not even 
caves, so we can only speculate that by the 
time they returned, they had developed 
physiologically to cope with the cold, as well 
as behavioural strategies such as planning 
winter stores and making good use of fire.” 

Dr Wenban-Smith said more evidence was 
needed to date their occupations accurately. 

Other results from the project include the 
discovery of a woolly-rhino tooth in the flood- 
plain gravels of the River Darent, dated at 
some 40,000 years old. 


Kent and Essex join forces 


A GROUNDBREAKING new plan will see 
Kent and Essex police officers working 
together in one crime-fighting unit. 

The Serious Crime Directorate will tackle 
big-league offenders including armed-robbeiy 
gangs and drug smugglers from its base in 
Ebbsfleet. 

A total of 1,100 officers and support staff 
make up the new elite force, which will have 
its own intelligence network, surveillance 
teams and forensics experts. 

In charge is Kent Assistant Chief 
Constable Alan Pughsley, who is convinced 
that he will forge a formidable unit. 

“This is a groundbreaking initiative when 
it comes to UK policing,” he said. 

The purpose of the new organisation is to 
tackle the most serious criminal offenders. 

Mr Pughsley said: “The advantage we will 
have is that we will be able to commit more 
resources to investigations.” 

Essex was chosen to partner Kent in the 


new initiative because of 
the problems faced by 
both forces. 

“One problem is crimi¬ 
nals who are coming out 
of London and committing 
offences elsewhere, so we 
have ensured that the 
Metropolitan Police Force 
will be working with us.” 

Officers from the new 
unit are already operating

but not at the joint level. It is expected to be 
fully operational in April 2012, but police say 
many parts will be in action before that date. 

Police say the new unit will not cost any¬ 
thing to put into action as the resources are 
already there. 

But this plan will see the first formal large- 
scale tie-up between the county forces. 

“This is a way forward for policing in this 
country,” said Mr Pughsley.

Ian Macmillan suggests the role of the military should come under greater scrutiny 


THE phrase ‘sacred cow’ originates from India, where 
the Hindu religion dictates that cattle are sacrosanct. 

The military - the United Kingdom’s sacred cow - 
appears to have carte blanche to waste money and 
lives in a jaw-dropping way that appears to be 
impervious to rational contrary argument. 

As for criticism, only someone very brave or foolish 
would dare to go there. Someone like me perhaps. 

Take the independent (ha ha) nuclear deterrent. 
The argument against Trident is so convincing that 
one feels sorry for the opposition. 

It’s similar to shooting fish in a barrel but, as in 
many matters concerning the military, winning the 
argument seems irrelevant. 

Presumably, so the Colonel Blimps go, the citizens 
of the Scandinavian countries, The Netherlands, 
Belgium (I’m tempted to write the ‘civilised’ 
countries) must all be quaking in their boots since 
they don’t have an ‘independent nuclear deterrent’. 

Poor so-and-sos, they spend money on hospitals, 
schools and so on, rather than on defence. 

And there is an even more Orwellian word. 
‘Defence’, I mean.

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Council failed to tell us 
boats weren't coming 

The well-publicised return of the 
Little Ships from Dunkirk to 
Ramsgate drew many visitors to 
Ramsgate harbour on Bank Holiday 
Monday, and it was with an 
increasing sense of outrage that 
those of us who had been sitting on 
the harbour wall during the entire 
afternoon found out - around 
4.30pm - that the event had been 
cancelled early that morning. 

No news was posted at the 
entrance to the harbour for visitors 
to be aware of that. 

I ended up phoning Dunkirk, only 
to be told the cancellation decision 
had been taken at 6am and 
communicated to Ramsgate. 

If this is how Thanet treats its 
visitors, it is unlikely to gain any 
credibility for its promotion of such 
events. 

You can forget Dynamo Day in 
future. 

People had travelled down from 
London and all over the South East 
following information put out by 
local council websites and in local- 
news follow-up stories. 

One elderly lady in a wheelchair 
had travelled by train, then her 
carer had pushed her all the 
way from Ramsgate station to the 
harbour - a very long walk - to see 
the Little Ships come in. 

It is no good simply publicising 
events and leaving them to run 
themselves. 

The cancellation should have 
been properly announced in the 
harbour for all to be aware, early in 
the day. 

I suppose - having attracted a 
higher-than-usual number of 
visitors - Thanet council did not 
want the financial advantages to be 
lost by announcing there would be 
nothing to see. 

Disgraceful.

Still time to award a 
medal to BEF heroes 

We as a nation are currently 
celebrating the success of saving 
the soldiers of the British 
Expeditionary Force from the 
beaches at Dunkirk. 

As we have done, to a lesser or 
greater extent, for many years. 

It has always been a mystery to 
me why there was never a 


campaign medal struck and 
awarded to the veterans of the BEF. 

Apparently, the Army considers 
the general World War Two medal, 
given to anybody who served in this 
conflict, covers the ‘The Battle for 
France’. 

There has been a medal issued 
for the troops who were rescued 
from the beaches, but what about 
the 30,000 or so troops Montgomery 
sacrificed as a rearguard action? 

Mainly the 51st Highland 
Division and the heroic actions of 
the 23rd (TA) Field Artillery, who 
were wiped out at St Valery. 

The action in which these soldiers 
were engaged was never, ever 
emulated in any other Second 
World War battles involving the 
British Army - where, from the 
start, the odds were so unequal 
that they were not expected to 
survive. 

The gallantry shown was never 
recognised by the Army as the 
actions of the individual troops 
were never reported by the officers 
as almost all of them were killed 
during the action or died later as 
prisoners of war. 

Many Victoria Crosses would 
have been awarded to the heroic 
men of the 23rd RA, who were all 
TA volunteers and who stopped the 
Panzer tanks entering Dunkirk. 

They only ceased fighting because 
they had run out of ammunition 
and serviceable field guns, and this 
was days after the last men had left 
the beaches. 

Their fate was to spend the entire 
war as POWs, apart from the ones 


murdered on the spot by German 
SS regiments. 

Surely we should now show our 
gratitude, and at least give recognition 
to the odd few who are left, by 
awarding a BEF campaign medal for 
these special people who made it 
possible for so many to be saved.

The feeble failings of 
our police authority 

Ann Barnes, chairwoman of the 
Kent Police Authority, is quite 
wrong when she claims that the 
Government’s proposals for elected 
police commissioners are driven 
“purely by dogma”. 

On the contrary, this policy is 
evidence-driven - and part of the 
copious evidence is my own 
experience of this feeble 
organisation. 

The KPA is hopeless at effective 
public consultation. Just like Kent 
County Council, Thanet District 
Council and Kent Police themselves 
(the so-called “community safety 
partners”), they seem to think that 
a lot of glossy leaflets and press 
photo-opportunities and time- 
wasting meetings constitute 
effective public engagement. 

It is hopeless at holding the 
police to account at virtually every 
level - policing of the Kingsnorth 
demonstrations, for example, or 
the police’s poor record in keeping 
to Freedom of Information 
legislation, or the rudeness of 


senior officers to members of 
the public, or the persistent 
misrepresentation by the police of 
crime statistics, or the previous 
chief constable’s expensive travel- 
to-work arrangements. 

Moreover, we should not get too 
excited by the cumbersome process 
of selecting a new chief constable 
and Mrs Barnes’s expressions of 
confidence in the man eventually 
chosen, Ian Learmonth. 

A quick check of Her Majesty’s 
Chief Inspector of Constabulary’s 
assessments of his current force, 
Norfolk, shows that it performs 
exactly as Kent Police have 
performed in every category that is 
assessed. 

So he is no better and no worse 
than the last chap. 

I wish Mr Learmonth well in his 
new post - but it would make his 
task easier if he were subject to 
effective, constructive challenge 
from a high-powered elected 
commissioner rather than a bunch 
of well-meaning retired brigadiers, 
county councillors and magistrates.

MEPs must act over 
Israel's flotilla raid

Gaza Strip, which is currently 
under an Israeli blockade.

Israel’s armed forces have 
engaged in piracy similar to that 
which might normally be associated 
with the seas off Somalia.

Israel’s role in avoidable wars 
in Lebanon in 2006, and more 
recently in Gaza, has been 
characterised by attacks on 
facilities such as schools, hospitals 
and buildings of humanitarian 
organisations. 

Remarkably little has been done 
by the international community to 
bring Israel to justice. 

Preventing Gaza obtaining much- 
needed humanitarian aid is bad 
enough, but killing aid-workers is a 
new low in Israeli military actions. 

Kent Green Party calls on MPs 
and MEPs representing Kent and 
Medway to ensure sanctions are 
brought against Israel.

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Hopes of Crossrail 
link fade as Tories 
sharpen costs axe

BUDGET cuts at the Department 
for Transport could hamper the 
chances of the £16 billion Crossrail 
project being extended into Kent. 

Last week Transport Minister Theresa 
Villiers warned she was looking for “value for 
money” in the scheme, prompting fears that 
several proposed stations may be scrapped. 

Current plans for the new 74-mile network 
see it running from Maidenhead in Berkshire 
to Abbey Wood in London and Shenfield in 
Essex, with stops throughout the capital, 
including at Heathrow. 

Kent County Council and former Labour MP 
for Dartford Howard Stoate were hopeful the 
project could also be extended into the north of 
the county, but this now appears less likely 
given that stations included in the original 
plan - including Maidenhead and Abbey Wood 
- are now under threat amid reports of the 
new Tory government seeking a £5bn saving. 

Despite the proposed cuts, Dr Stoate’s Tory 
successor Gareth Johnson said he was not 
giving up on the idea just yet. 

He said: “I would deeply love to see Crossrail 


extended right to Ebbsfleet, but it’s going to 
come down to costings quite frankly because 
we’ve got to sort out the financial deficit. 

“There are lots of negotiations going on at 
the moment and the finer details of the 
operation are still being worked on. 

“I’d be surprised if there was an 
announcement soon that Crossrail will be 
extended into north Kent, but we hope it’s still 
a medium-term goal and it’s something we 
will continue to pursue.” 


Crossrail is the UK’s biggest transport 
project since the Channel Tunnel, with the 
first trains due to run on the line by 2017. 

Gridlock 

The scheme is included in KCC’s ‘growth 
without gridlock’ transport strategy, which 
states the authority is “keen to see the route 
extended to Gravesend with good interchange 
at Ebbsfleet International”. 

However, Nick Chard - cabinet member for 


environment, highways and waste - declined to 
comment on speculation about the project. 

Former transport secretary Geoff Hoon 
raised the possibility of Crossrail reaching 
Kent when he accepted an invitation from 
Dr Stoate to visit Dartford in March last year. 

He said at the time: “Howard has pressed me 
hard on the question of Crossrail and the 
extension to Ebbsfleet. We have preserved the 
route and made it a possibility, and I’m 
certainly not ruling it out.” 


Family to sue negligent hospital over young mother's death 


A WIDOWER whose wife died when 
a hospital’s treatment of her fell 
woefully below what would be 
expected is taking legal action. 

Donna Maben, 33, died from 
septicaemia at the William Harvey 
Hospital, near her home in Ashford. 

An inquest was highly critical of 
her treatment and care, and now 
husband Ian has instructed lawyers 
to fight for compensation. 

Solicitor Sarah Harman said she 


could not talk about the case but 
confirmed the litigation. 

She said: “The family are taking 
legal action. The trust has admitted 
liability and we are negotiating.” 

Asked when the case would be going 
into court, she said: “When you are 
negotiating, you are not quite sure.” 

Donna died on May 11, 2009. 

The mother of a baby had been 
admitted to hospital on Wednesday, 
April 21, suffering from abdominal 


pains and yet was discharged just 
three days later. She collapsed in 
agony two weeks later and was 
finally given surgery on a twisted 
bowl that had gone gangrenous. But 
by then it was too late for her. 

The coroner was horrified at the 
circumstances of the death. Rachel 
Redman, who recorded a narrative 
verdict, said delays in operating and 
confusion over her treatment led to 
her death and she wrote to Stuart 


Bain, the chief executive of East 
Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust, with her concerns. 

Donna’s distraught husband Ian 
said: “They [the hospital] just 
weren’t giving her the treatment 
you’d expect. Simple things - a lack 
of fluids - even me, not being 
medically trained, know that if 
you’re taking in two litres of fluid 
and three litres of fluid are going out 
that’s not a good thing.” 


When the damning verdict was 
announced, Steven Pompeus, of East 
Kent Hospitals NHS Trust, said: 
“The trust would like to take this 
opportunity to apologise unres¬ 
ervedly for Donna’s death. 

“The trust fully accepts the verdict 
of the coroner and would like to 
reassure the public that changes 
have already been implemented to 
ensure the same tragic outcome 
does not happen again.”

ASK someone about Jersey 
and you may not always get 
a straightforward answer, 
such is its place in both his¬ 
tory and geography. 

The largest of the Channel 
Islands, it is closest to Britain in 
terms of culture and politics but is 
virtually on the doorstep of France, 
with much of its vocabulary derived 
from the Norman tongue. 

What was once the centre of many 
battles between the two now repre¬ 
sents the best of each country’s mer¬ 
its, ranging from sandy beaches to 
outdoor activities and great eateries. 

A comfortable flight time of about 
an hour from Lydd airport, the 
healthier, sunnier climate is notice¬ 
able as soon as you land, thanks to 
the nearby Gulf Stream. 

My first port of call was St 
Brelades Bay on the south side, only 
a few minutes’ drive from the air¬ 
port yet wonderfully secluded. 

After a tasty, healthy lunch of crab 
risotto overlooking the beach, a 
quick walk around the picturesque 
church and Fisherman’s Chapel 
gives a sense of the history that per¬ 
vades this small island. 

I had a particular family interest 
in this as my great-grandfather was 
a sail-maker who hailed from Jersey. 

On closer inspection, I found a 
Nicholas Alexandre inscribed as one 
of the former rectors of the church, 
dating from the 16th Century. 

There is plenty of choice for thrill- 
seekers, from sand-yachting to 
kayaking, and the daredevil in me 
went for the abseiling. 

Instructor John Fox, who runs 
Jersey Adventures, was friendly and 
helpful, showing me how to handle 
the ropes as I gradually made my 
way down the side of one of the

many old German war forts dotted 
around the coast. 

The picture-postcard setting of 
Corbiere lighthouse greets you as 
you make your way round the south¬ 
western tip to St Ouen’s Bay.

The four-star Hotel de France in 
St Helier has excellent spa facilities, 
and two restaurants - the contem¬ 
porary Cafe Aroma and the fine 
Indian cuisine at Saffrons. 

With so much on offer and to 
explore, Jersey is a welcome break 
in a climate free from the hassle of 
Continental travel but with the sun¬ 
shine associated with going abroad.

MARGATE remain in the market 
for another three new signings 
despite the news that striker Martin 
Tuohy has snubbed the Blues in 
order to join Braintree Town. 

Tuohy, who helped Aveley to the Ryman 
Premier play-offs last season, had been a 
target of Gate manager Iain O’Connell since 
the campaign ended, but he will play Blue 
Square Bet South football with the Essex club 
next term. 

Once Aveley boss Rod Stringer resigned to 
take over at Braintree, O’Connell always 
feared his man may get away but he revealed 
he had come close to bringing Tuohy to 
Hartsdown Park. 

“Martin’s signing for Braintree, which I’m a 
bit disappointed about,” he said. “We had a con¬ 
versation and it looked like he’d be coming to us 
but he’s chosen to play in a higher league. 

“It’s a little bit closer to home for him but I am 
disappointed. He was my old player at 
Wakering -1 pulled him out of the reserves - so 
it’s unfortunate but if it doesn’t work out for 
him at Braintree, he’ll give me a call.” 

O’Connell has still not spoken with Dan 
Young about agreeing a deal to keep the 
defender in Thanet, with Young being linked 
to newly-promoted Croydon Athletic. 


After another week of incessant phonecalls, 
O’Connell insisted his transfer business is not 
yet done but told fans they may have to wait 
a little longer for the next arrivals. 

He said: “I’m still trying to sign people - 
possibly another defender - but we probably 
won’t know until the start of pre-season. I’d 
like another full-back - we’ve got Aaron Lacy 
there at the moment but we need cover. We 
still need another midfielder and a forward - 
those are my priorities. 

“I’ve spoken to a few Margate supporters 
and they’re happy we’ve signed three good 


players already, this early in pre-season. I’ve 
had nothing but support from the fans since 
I’ve been here and I hope that continues.” 

O’Connell has remained in constant con¬ 
tact with chairman Keith Piper since the 1-0 
win over Hastings, which secured Margate’s 
safety, but he said no specific targets have 
yet been set for next season. 

He said: “We do speak nearly eveiy day but 
we haven’t talked about that yet. The chairman 
wants to finish as high as possible but I don’t 
think he’s going to say ‘I want you to get that 
position’ - there’s no pressure from him at all.”

RAMSGATE welterweight Scott Woolford will 
realise a lifetime ambition when he takes to 
the ring in front of a Kent crowd next month. 

Woolford is one of four Kent boxers featured 
on the bill for a special night of outdoor boxing 
on July 10 at Martyn Grove, the home of 
Lordswood Football Club. 

Alongside his brother Vinny and Gavin Tait, 
from Sheemess, Woolford will provide the 
undercard for Chatham heavyweight Tom 
Dallas and the 28-year-old admitted he is 
already looking forward to the event. 

He said: “I’m really excited about fighting in 
Kent - it’s definitely going to be a special night. 
It’ll be the first Kent pro show I’ve fought in 
and it’s great to have it on our own county, 
rather than someone else’s back yard.

He said: “There are a few possible options so 
we just need to finalise the opponent and then 
I can start studying the boxer, his style, his 
strengths and weaknesses.”

Club gearing up to 
put youngsters into 
competitive acUon 

THANET Athletic Club is gearing up for its 
first summer of competition having launched 
just seven weeks ago to cater for the area’s 
track and field enthusiasts. 

Based at the £1.4 million track at the 
Marlowe Academy in Ramsgate, the club 
has attracted three-figure attendances at 
training nights since first opening its doors 
on April 20. 

Chairman Phil Pittock joined forces with 
local coaches to set the club up and he 
believes the future is bright - if first appear¬ 
ances are anything to go by. 

‘We’re really pleased with how it’s gone,” he 
said. We had 120 people on the first night 
and we’ve been running between 90 and 100 
every [Tuesday] night since then. All our 
members are under 16, which is what we 
expected. There are some really talented 
juniors and we will be entering competitions 
later in the summer and then sportshall 
events during the winter. 

“I’ve been involved with Thanet 
Roadrunners for 20 years and I encouraged 
them to get involved with track and field. 
When it became clear they weren’t going to 
do that, a few of us got together last autumn 
to work out what we needed to do. Around 
Christmas time, we decided to go for it and 
we spoke to the Marlowe Academy about 
being the host club.” 

The club’s coaching staff, led by Kim 
Weaving, includes former international high- 
jumper Lara Jefferys and Thanet are aiming 
to get themselves on a level footing with local 
clubs at Canterbury and Ashford. 

Pittock said: “At the moment, we’ve got 
enough coaches to cope with the numbers 
we’ve got. The numbers have stabilised and 
we’re hoping we can get the better athletes 
into competitions soon. There is a group of 12 
coaches there eveiy week and some have 
been to a high level within the sport.”
